The  Council  supply  water  to  the  district  and  bulk  supplies  to  the 
Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council  parishes  of  Adlington,  Prestbury  and 
Rainow,  The  source  of  supply  is  at  Rainow  and  consists  of  boreholes  into 
millstone  grit;  The  Council" s consulting  analysts  Messrs,  Melling  and 
Ardern  visit  the  undertaking  three  times  per  year  and  at  their  discretion 
send  for  samples  for  examination. 

Six  samples  of  rav;  water  and  four  of  chlorinated  water  v/ere  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  two  for  chemical  analysis.  All  were 
satisfactory  except  for  one  raw  water  sample  taken  from  a surface  supply 
after  heavy  rainfall.  This  supply  is  approximately  10^  of  the  whole  and 
the  bacteriological  results  after  chlorination  were  satisfactory.
